Now comen a most remarkable tact. 
Tbe British Legation waa fonnd to be 
unfortified.

They were 
kbys ol twenty to thirty, ai^ tbeir offl- 
eers had only their willing bravery,- and 
no aiHtary trainiaf.

that comppt^nt men could be summoned 
in flva>.niln'lltea.wh» had acquirt<l suc- 
cessful pxperienee. Within an hour a 
dozen committees were appointed, the 
previous chairmen being retained, rein- 
forced by alHe coadjnteia. An Ameri- 
can Coniiregational missionary, Mr. E. 
G. Tewkatniry, was the indefatigable 
and omnlpresetit Cbaiiman of the xen- 
eral committee, othar members being 
taken, one eidi from tb« l^ritisb, French 
and HiiHi^ian Legations and this Oostoms 
department. . 

Now came 'the work of fortiflcatiAi, 
which was independent of all control 
except tbat of tbe British Minister, and 
this was cor fi led not to a soldier, but, as 
our rcailfTs have already been infcirtned, 
to an American Metiiodist missiunary, 
Mr. Qamewell. He had tbe advantage 
of two years of technical instruction at 
the Renaaelser Polytechnic Institute, 
iiod two more in the same stadfaa al 
Cornell University, before devoting him* 
k«tr td aihmmffwbtk: Utlle hid h<* 
imagined that it wotild become part <>{ 
his mittsion work to fortify tbe British 
Legation at Peking and defend it against 
the attack of the Ohinet'e Umpire . but 
S3 it was. Hie lonf^ ai^ varied exper- 
ienfll'imlr lillllmMW fdrdis of Chinese 
construction, with the etrenKth atid pot- 
sibiliiies d Chinese materials, and with 
tb« management of Chinese labor, made 
his service invaluable, and without it de- 
fense would have been impossible. lie 
was everywhere on his bicycle directing 
tbe laborers and making the Legation as 
nearly impregnable as the conditions 
would allow. He is one of the men to 
whom our (iovernment and that of other 
nattona shou!d give* medala and honort 
in recognition of their services. 

Ou the work of a dc/.en committees on 
food supply, on the registration of 
Chinese and foreignerp, on the ftirnish- 
ing aud distribution of labor, the health 
and even the lives of every foreigner and 
Chinese depended- and it is clear that 
ill all this the Americins did' tbeir part, 
the civilians as well as tbe marines and 
other soldiers. When the full story of 
the sieite is finally (compiled no small 
part of the honor < f the defense will go 
to the versatile intelligence and close 
knowhdge of thd Chinese posres^i^d by 
the American iniRsionaries. Those who 
lived and worked and fought at Peking 
are worthy companions of those who 
suffer* d a martyr's death. No more 
tragic, wonderful and glorious story is 
told in all the hlatirr ol^tfao-dliristlan 
Church, as it ia witboot ptt^Mi ip the 
history of nations.

The .^tate hailroad Commission has 
completed the twenty-aecond annual as- 
sessment of the railroad property in 
Kent ujky, and the result of its work is 
the hiKhest valuation ever placed on this 
claiH of property. The increase in as- 
sessment over last year is more than $*>,- 
000.000. This will increane Hit" amount 
of taxes which goes into the -State Treas- 
ury about $30,000, and will benefit the 
count i*>a and municipalities to tbe 
ainoimt of about $70,000. 

The as4esfment is made on'reports ol 
June 30lh last, and Chairman McChoid, 
of tbe commii:«ion, says there i.-" nothiuK 
unnatural or unjust about it. He says 
that it is based on tbe earnings reported 
by the varintis companies, the condition 
and actual value oi the property tbat 
these amply justify the increaae made. 
The assessment is tbat of tbe load prop- 
erty alone and d( not include the vari- 
ous railroai bridRes spanning tbe Ohio 
rive^ which are assesi^d for taxation by 
the County and City Aaseaaora in the 
counties in which they are located. 

The total valuation just placed on rail- 
road property in the state ip 'r"i2, t71 ,47;i, 
a.-' afcainst -iO.'j,SU), ilie asseeeinent for 
the year 1 '*','!». On tire larger roads oper- 
ating in tbe State. th* bulk. of tbe in- 
crease is placed. Tbe Louisville and 
Nashville K lilroad Company, having the 
largest property interest*, its valuation 
is increased more than the other roads.

1,1256,000. tV'hffia Ihie vote four yaars ago 
warwlthiw a quarter of a million of the 
total electorate, the "atay-at^faomo" voto 
this year reached l.li.'iO.OOO. 

One voter ia evary dozen tbe country 
thruufcb refrained from expressing any 
opinion upon the Presidency, 
li^xcept tbe Presidential election of 1864, 
the Southern Statea were not rep>

The papera had all received a hot tip 
from Aahland orCatlettaburg that a mob 
waa coming down after Gibaon. One 
paper had loformation that the crowd 
would ( onie on "a fast little boat,"' and 
thia tip was from a aource the journal re- 
garded aa thoroughly reliable. 

Ttie rumor.« soon became generally 
known, and at 11 o'clock Judge Harbeaon 
and Judge Newell, after a conanlUUion 
over the matter, concluded it was beet 
to be on the safe aide and run no risk, so 
Jailer Mcllvaioe waa aroused and direct 
ed to spirit Gibaon out of the city and 
keep him under guard, at some safe 
point, until morning. 

fbe Sheriff and bia Depotiea were all 
abaent from town on other busineaa, ao 
Chief of Police Donovan was contnlted 
and volunteered the aervicea of Police- 
men Ort and Nawall. Glbion waa arona- 
ed, and at a quarter to 12 o'clock was bus- 
tled into the carriage that waa awaiting 
aad the party waa aoon aafaly oot of the 
city. Mr. Taylor, of the 11mea>Star, ac- 
companied the otlicera. 

Befmna leaving the jail, Gibaon'8 bands 
and arms were securely bound with 
a stout cord to prevent any possible 
attempt on hia part to escape. There waa 
not a handcuff or menacle 4n the city, aa 
those owned by both c^y and county had 
been used on the gang of priaonera aant 
to Frankfort Monday morning, ao a rope 
and straps had to be reaorted to. 

When notified of the rumored coming 
of the mob, Gil)aon waa apparently as 
cool and nnconoemed aa any one in the 
crowd. When told than the authorities 
didn't intend for any mob to get him if 
they could prevent it, Gibaon remarked 
with a yawn, "Well, no, we don't want 
anything of that kind to happen." A 
moment or so later he asked Turnkey 
Slack what had been done with hia to- 
bacco. He waa rather thinly clad for a 
night ride, having only an old ragged suit 
of clothes, with no overcoat, but be was 
wrapped up in a heavy blanket when 
placed in the hack. 

The red sweater Uibcon wore when 
be fled from Oatlattaborg baa been traded 
for a shirt since he has been in jail here. 
After he waa brought here Uibaon says 
nearly every fallow who entered the jail 
would have something to say about "that 
red sweater," so he concluded to get rid 
of it, and doted a trade, with a Mayaville 
man who waa in jail on a mndamaanor 
charge. 

Policemen Ort and Newell returned 
with Gibaon thia morning, and he ia 
again aafe in jail here. It'ia learned that 

the party drove to Ciermantuwn wlien 
they remained until they received a tele- 
phone meeaaga thia morning directing 
them to return. 

The party took breakfast at the Bell 
Hotel and left on tcturn trip' about 7:30 
o'clock, arriving here at 9.30. The news- 
paper man, who accompanied tbeotlicers 
in hopee of getting a confesaiou from 
UilMon, drove on to Brooksville and took 
the train home. Gibaon maintained bia 
Blolid lad.ffarence.
